~ Canada’s Status 


been determined by its inclusion in|! 
the League of Nations as a distinct 
national entity, possessing che same 
standing and voting power as is ac- 
corded to sovereign nations, and ob- 
ligated to assume the same respon- 
sibilities and discharge the same du- 
ties as are laid on all other nations. 

This is an almost revolutionary 
change in status to that existing prior 
to the Great War. When, on August 
4, 1914, Great Britain declared. war on 
Germany, Canada, in common with 
the whole British Empire, was autom- 
atically at war.. The Canadian Parlia- 
ment did not make a declaration of 
war; it merely took official cogniz- 
ance of the fact that a state of war 
existed. . It remained, however, for 
the Canadian Parliament to decide 
the extent of Canada’s participation 
in the war. 

In future, however, as a full-fledged 
member of the League of Nations, 
Canada will have a voice in deciding 
issues of peace or war. Canada’s vote 
will count just’ as effectively as the 
vote of Great Britain; France, Italy 
or any other country. This means 
that, whereas formerly Canada had no 
foreign policy, because it had no say 
in foreign affairs. It must decide is- 
sues of peace or war for itself. 

This change in Canada’s interna- 
tional status inevitably calls for some 
change. in its position within the 
British Empire and in the relations 
hitherto existing between this Dom- 
Inion and Great Britain, There are 
certain anomalies in the present re- 
lationship that must be corrected, but 
which in no wise weaken the Empire, 
or tend to Canada’s withdrawal there- 
from; on the contrary, such changes 
as are necessary should have the ef- 
fect of adding strength to the. Empire.

tals of othcr countries. The first step 
in the evolution of this policy is be- 
ing taken in the appointment of a 
Canadian Minister to Washington. In 
the past, if the Canadian Government 
had representations to make to the 
United States Government it was ne- 
cessary to transmit them to the Col- 
onial Office in London, who in turn 
handed them over to the British for- 
dign office, which sent them on with 


‘linstructions to the British ‘ambassad- 


or at Washington. Replies to such 
representations had to return via the 
same route, and all negotiations be- 
tween Ottawa and Washington had to 
be conducted through London. In 
future, we are’to have direct dealings 
with the United States Government 
through a Canadian Minister at Wash- 
ington, 

'. Other important constitutional 
changes are up for discussion at' Ot- 
tawa. Canada derives its constitution 
from the British Parliament, through 
the British North America Act. Any 
alteration or amendment to that con- 


x ; jstitution can only be affected by the 
Canada’s international status. has|pritich 


Parliament upon address of 
the Canadian Parliament. It is now 
proposed that Canada shall be given 
full power over its own constitution, 
to amend it from time to time as 
the people of Canada conceive in their 
own interest it should be amended 
and without recourse to the British 
Parliament. Australia and New Zea- 
land possess such control over their 
constitution, and the Dominion Min- 


sister of Justice is now in negotiation 


with the several Provincial Govern- 
ments with a view to having repres- 
entations made to the British Govern- 
ment and Parliament for the confer- 
ring of similar powers upon Canada. 

The view has long been held by 
many Canadians that a change should 
also be affected in our system of jud- 
icial appeals. At present the final 
court of appeal for Canada is the 
Judicial Committee of the Privy 
Council in England. There is a grow- 
ing belief that, so far as Canadian 
cases are concerned, the Supreme 
Court of Canada should be made the 
final court of appeal—that it should 
be supreme in fact as well as in name, 
and that all the expense and delay 
insepatable from. appeals to London 
should be obviated. 

Slowly, but none the less surely, 
Canada and the other, self-governing 
Dominions of the British Empire seem 
to be moving towards the ultimate 
goal of independence in all-foreign af- 
fairs, just as they have long been in- 
dependent in all domestic ‘ matters, 
This does not mean that Canada will 
sever its connection with Britain, nor 
withdraw from the Empire. Not at 
all, It has been declared by the 
Prince of Wales, Lloyd George and 
others, that Canada is now a nation, 
a partner of Great Britain, occupying 
a position of equality with Britain in 
the Empire. If this is true, and no 
one disputes it, then existing anomal- 
ies whereby in some respects the Brit- 
ish Government, Parliament and the 
courts can exercise a veto over Can- 
ada must be removed. 

Evolving gradualy, the apparent end 
would seem to be the constitutional 
establishment of Canada and the other 
self-governing Dominions as sover- 
eign nations, all owing allegiance to 
one Crown, flying the same flag, 
working together in cordial co-opera-

It must be noted that these defects .

the acts if we assume that they aimed 
at preventing people obtaining liquor 
in their own homes, are no_ yalid 
grounds on which to allege failure of 
the old acts. 

The real question now before the 
people of the various provinces is 
two-fold. First, the better regulation 
of the sale by physicians and drug- 
gists, and second, the further regula- 
tion of the quantity of liquor to be 
allowed in one’s own private cellar. 

The proposal to invade the cellar 
marks a definite advance beyond the 
previous acts ‘and it is well that all our 
people should in taking this step, be 
fully aware of the new principle in- 
volved. 

It is also most desirable that they 
Tecognize that the new federal law 
which may be used to prohibit in- 
ter-provincial import will only prohi- 
bit the actual importation of the liquor 
itself and will not in any way inter- 
fere with the “short-circuit” arrange- 
ment to which exception is now being 
taken. But it will go a long way to 
curtailing the amount availab!e for 
distribution in some provinces where 
liquor is now manuactured, and thus 
wili afford greatly improved frotec- 
tion against abuse.—Ernest Thomas.

London, England.—The general in 
command at Baghdad has cabled to 
the Y. M. C. A. in London asking that 
Y. M. C. A. workers in Mesopotamia, 
who, on account of the financial diffi- 
culties of the association, were under 
orders to be ready to close down at a 
week’s notice, should be instructed to 
carry on for another year.
